It's Heavy Hauling 


That Hurts Highways 


Engineering tests in Maryland have con- 
firmed what most of us already believed— 
that heavily loaded trucks inflict damage 
on highways. 

Over a three-month period trucks car- 
rying varying weights made shuttle runs 
on four separate lanes of a mile stretch of 
concrete. In 73,000 trips, tandem outfits 
with 32,000-ton ioads caused 148 feet of 
highway cracks while tandem-axles loaded 
with 44,800 pounds produced 2,100 feet of 
cracks in 60,500 trips. 

This evidence is not all surprising. Any 
results to the contrary would have been. 
The law of physics is simple—the bigger 
the load, the greater the wear. 

That is why our weight statutes must 
be based on the load a road can stand. 
That is why, once those laws are on the 
books, they must be enforced.

Stassen Eyeing 
Politics, Not Peace 


WASHINGTON—It is a little difficult to 

escape the conclusién that Harold E. Stassen, 

head of the University of Pennsylvania and a 

past GOP Presidential hopeful, was thinking more of his own 

political ambitions in writing the letter he did recently to Marshal 

Josef Stalin, proposing a quiet conference with the Russian dictator 
on matters of world peace. 


Obviously if such a conference should come about and should 
be productive of any constructive achievement, it would redound 
to Mr. Stassen’s benefit. He would undoubtedly be projected as an 
important Republican Presidential possibility in 1952, world peace 
and our relations with the Soviet regime in Moscow being our chief 


preoccupation at the present time. 

No Likelv But as much as all of us would like to see some 
t ° understanding reached with Russia, enabling the 

world to settle down to a peaceful era without the heavy expendi- 

tures now going for armaments, little is likely to come from the 

Stassen proposal. 


In the first place, if Marshal Stalin were of a frame of mind to 
sit down in a conference of the kind it is to be expected that he 
would arrange it through the auspices of President Truman, the 
head of state, rather than through some outsider who has no offi- 
cial connection with the Government. 


Mr. Stassen has shown something of a burning yen for a con- 
ference with Stalin for some time. As far back as last February 
he was urging Mr. Truman to call an international conference and 
make sure that Stalin was there. At that time he went so far 
even as to name the delegates, suggesting himself as one of the 
group. The others he suggested included Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, Sen. Robert A. Taft, Sen. 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, former Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son, Bernard Baruch and Gen. Omar Bradley. 


Later he was calling for an offensive strategy in the cold war, 
which would include a conference with Stalin. By August he had 
evidently become irritated at the delay in holding the conference 
with Stalin and directed his displeasure at the Truman Adminis- 
tration, which he charged had become “almost unbelievably con- 
fused and inefficient.” Thereupon he called upon Congress to take 
the leadership, urging that we send an ultimatum to Stalin to the 
effect that if Russia made a military assault anywhere in the world, 
“war will come to Moscow, to the Urals and to the Ukraine.” 


For making so bold as to urge a course of this 
kind, Mr. Stassen was roundly denounced in 
Moscow. He was marked down by the Soviet press as a war- 
monger who some day would be tried as a war criminal. 


‘Warmonger’ 


Undaunted by the caustic reaction in Moscow to some of his 
earlier utterances, Mr. Stassen now writes Marshal Stalin a per- 
sonal letter still proposing a conference. The only variation is 
that this time he does not name the other delegates in advance. 


From all of the advance billing that came over the letter we 
were led to expect more. For some days prior to revealing his 
move he had spoken of important developments to come in the 
international picture. There was much speculation over his plans. 
Then he called a press conference and announced it all. 


There is too much of a suspicion about.it all that Mr. Stassen 
was using the letter to dramatize himself. It is not quite conceiv- 
able that if the Kremlin should decide on some modification of its 
past policy it would seize the opportunity to make the change 
known through Mr. Stassen, to the political embarrassment of fhe 
Truman Administration and to the enhancement of Stassen’s own 
political future. 


As the staid old Washington Star, stanch Republican organ, 
puts it, we should perhaps do everything possible to persuade Stalin 
to accept the Stassen proposal, adding: “It would give Mr. Stassen 
new subject matter for a press conferénce and a statement.” 


President Truman, of course, has never thrown out the idea of 
a conference with Marshal Stalin. The only thing he insists on is 
that “Old Joe,” as the President described him after his meeting 
at Potsdam. come to Washington. He still says he would be glad 
to see him here any time.

For Socialized Medicine 


The Editors: I read with interest the adver- 
tisement of the American Medical Association 
carried in your Sunday issue, especially so as I 
had an object lesson on the value of the proposed 
Health Insurance Legislation on Saturday. 

Friday afternoon whéle my wife and I were 
away from home, my twelve-year-old son broke 
his arm in a fall from a tree. He was carried to 
a local hospital by a neighbor. For approximately 
an hour he was given no medical attention but

was allowed to suffer. When our friend queried 
the doctors and nurses they informed her 
nothing could be done until the parents arrived. 
Finally our friend created a scene and guaranteed 
that the hospital charges would be paid. Only 
after this, was the arm set. When I arrived short- 
ly after I was immediately presented with a 
card to sign agreeing to pay all charges; then I 
was free to see my son. 

The boy remained overnight and was released 
Saturday morning. The.hospital bill for one night 
in a dingy room, not private, was $31.75, including 
among other things $10 for use of operating room; 
two X-rays were charged, one unnecessary. In 
addition a doctor's bill was presented which read 
simply, “Fractured arm—$35.” The boy will of 
course have to make repeated trips back to the 
doctor during the six weeks his arm will be in 
a cast. What this will cost I don't know. The cost 
of a single fracture of an ‘arm will have cost more 
than his birth 12% years ago. 

Can you conceive of a stronger argument for 
“socialized medicine” as the AMA so sneeringly 
calls it? 

I only hope that when such a plan becomes 
law due deduction will be made from the sal- 
aries of those doctors who received free med- 
ical education and deferments from service while 
receiving it.

British will furnish the patrol of the seas. It 
Was also tacitly agreed that the United Statés 
would foot the bill, or by far the greater part of it. 


“tut there has as yet been no agreement as 
to how many ground troops eacn country would 
commit, And there's the rub. Each, knowing 
that in any war against Russia, who employs 
great masses of infaritry and armor in waves 
that keep coming heediless of losses, great losses 
would be sulfered, have been hoping to get by 
with as small a ground force as possible. 


How many ground troops each will furnish 
to the combined armies will be threshed out 
at this meeting, and, if all goes well, firm com- 
mitments will be made. 


There's not much specific that can be 
said this far in advance as te what we will 
promise to do. It can be said, though, that 
when the taxpayer gets the bill for the cost 
of the guns and materiel that we may have 
promised to send te Europe, he is going to’ 
feel as if he has been struck on the head 
with a hammer. 


The taxes which will be needed to enable 
us to carry out our commitments are going to 
be almost as heavy as those we bore in wartime. 
If the emergency long continues, if the inter- 
national situation grows more taut, we are going 
to have to be digging deep into our pockets for 
many billions of dollars, and keep digging for 
many years. .

transportation, communications and public 
utilities, with 68,700, and services and mis- 
cellaneous with 77,300 employees exceed the 
construction industry in numbers employed. 


General building and heavy construction op- - 


erations now are at an all-time high in Georgia.’ 
In Washington it was announced that the na- 
tional appropriation of $150,000,000 for the Hill- 
Burton program, hospital and health center con- 
struction, would be chopped in half. However, 
the Budget Bureau said that there was a surplus 
in this fund and that the program probably 
wouldn't feel the full impact of the cut for a time. 


Georgia had been allocated more than $5,000,- 
000 for this fiscal year under the program. It 
remains to be seen if the State allocation will 
be cut in half or whether the Federal Security 
Administration will be able to shore up the pro- 
gram with previously untagged funds. 


Sooner or later, however, the hospital pro- 
gram in Georgia will feel the impact of the

Statistics Hint Cancer 


Linked With Smoking 


The specific cause of cancer is as yet unknown. It would 
seem that several factors may play a part. Irritants of vari- 
ous sorts, both mechanical and chemical, have long been 
known as factors in the production of cancer. Certain chem- 
ical substances can be depended upon to cause cancer in 
animals when applied to the skin. 


The effect of smoking tobacco 
on health has frequently been 
investigated. The results of these 
investigations have beén vari- 
able. One is sometimes almost 
forced to conclude that the re- 
sult of the investigation depends 
upon what one is trying to 
prove. 

You may be interested in the 
figures that resulted from a re- 
cent study based upon over six 
hundred cases of cancer of the 
bronchial tubes. 

About 95 percent of the men 
who were found to have cancer 
of the bronchial tubes were 
smokers. Cancer of the lung in 
men who did not smoke was 
found in only 2 percent of the 
group under study. Cancer of 
the lung may occur as late as 
ten vears after the patient has 


stopped smoking. About 95 per- 


cent of the patients with cancer 
of the lung were cigarette smok- 
ers. 4 percent were pipe smok- 
ers and 3% percent were cigar 
smokers. (Some smoked il! 
three. ) 


Now mind you, I do not say 
that 95 percent of all cigarette 
smokers are doomed to get can- 
cer of the lungs. I merely quote 
figures which showed that of 
600 persons who had cancer of 
the lungs, about 95 percent of 
them were cigarette smokers. 

These figures are significant. 
Why should anybody want to 
gamble on their chances’ 

To the smoker, smoking is a 
pleasant habit, however offen- 
sive it might be to the non- 
smoker. Everyone who has had 
the experience knows that-it is 
difficult for a confirmed smoker 


to give up the habit. The easiest |

those persons, for example, who 
appear to be somewhat “sen- 
sitive’ to tobacco and who react 
very badly to it every time they 
smoke. Others commonly suffer 
from chronic cough, lack of ap- 
petite, “dopiness,” nervous in- 
stability and symptoms resem- 


bling those of peptic ulcer. 

Commonly, all these symptoms 
disappear upon cessation of 
smoking, in persons who have 
the symptoms because of smok- 
ing. To be sure, some persons 
have these symptoms who never 
smoke. (I have to watch every- 
thing. ) 

It is bad enough to run the 
risk of acquiring cancer of the 
lung at some stage in life as the 
result of smoking. In fact it 
would be hard to think of any- 
thing much worse. But regard- 
less of that possibility, why 
should a young, person acquire 
the habit anyhow? Certainly no 
one would suggest that smok- 
ing enhances or improves 
health! 

Parents would serve their 
children’s welfare mightily by 
constantly and assiduously dis- 
couraging them from adopting 
the habit of smoking.
